prayed 
was 
with in

sound discretion oí th e district 
judge sitting in a court of equity. 
"Th e m atter was one wh ich af­ 
fected th e internal operations of 
th e court of th e state and with in 
its 
power 
to 
regulate. 
Under 
th ese circumstances, interference 
on th e part of th e federal court 
was not required and th e action 
of th e district judge in dism issing 
• ne case was in accord with th e 
principles laid down in Common­ 
wealth erf Pennsylvania vs. Wil­ 
liam s.” 


Th e Supreme Court opinion in 
th e 
Pennsylvania 
case of 
1935 
m akes strange reading today. It 
said; 
‘It 
is in th e public 
interest 
th at 
federal 
courts of 
equity 
sh ould exercise th eir discretionary 
power with proper regard for th e 
righ tful independence of state gov­ 
ernm ents in carrying out th eir 
domestic policy. 


"It 
h as 
long 
been 
accepted 
practice for th e federal courts to 
relinquish th eir jurisdiction in fa­ 
vor of th e state courts, wh ere its 
exercise would involve control of 
or interference with th e internal 
affairs of a domestic corporation 
el th e state. 
“Th ere 
are 
stronger 
reasons 
for adopting a like practice wh ere 
th e exercise of jurisdiction 
in­ 
volves an 
unnecessary 
interfer­ 
ence by injunction with th e law­ 
ful action by state officers.’ 


AGAIN AND AGAIN state offi­ 
cers h ave sough t to m aintain seg­ 
regation in public parks or in 
sch ools or 
in public buildings, 
but 
th e Supreme Court of th e 
United States h as rebuffed every 
such effort and h as ignored th e 
opinions of th e state courts. 


So it is puzzling just wh y th e 
S nre m e Court exercised a kind 
ot favoritism for its broth er judg­ 
es in th e courth ouse in Norfolk 
and wh y it apparently didn’t feel 
th at integration sh ould h e order­ 
ed for th e restrooms th ere. 


Again and again th e Supreme 
Court h as sustained th e action of 
lower courts in insisting th at rest­ 
rooms or waiting rooms in rail­ 
road stations cannot be m arked 
for wh ites and Negroes, respec­ 
tively. 


Th e recent disputes in Alabama 
h ave involved a conflict between 
state officers and th e federal gov­ 
ernm ent, 
and 
th ere 
h as 
been 
no h esitancy on th e part of th a 
Departm ent of Justice to inter* 
vene "in th e internal operations” 
of th e stae itself on th e assum p­ 
tion th at th e Supreme Court of 
th e United 
Staes would 
sweep 
away any state ruling to th e con­ 
trary. 


JUST WHY was th e courth ouse 
in th e City of Norfolk perm itted 
to exercise a privilege of racial 
segregation wh ich h as been for­ 
bidden in oth er public institutions 
in th e state? 
Th is 
question 
rem ains 
unan­ 
swered today, and th e judges in 
th e Norfolk courth ouse are au­ 
th orized to continue or discontinue 
as 
th ey like 
th eir 
traditional 
wavs in th e m atter of restroom 
facilities. Th is is a species of vol­ 
untarism denied to oth er agencies 
in th e State of Virginia or in th e 
federal government.

A pair of scientists at the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
have developed a method for de­ 
termining the quality of forages. 
The method is based on the rate 
at which the forage is digested 
by rumen bacteria found in the 
stomachs of cattle and sheep. 
There is one big difference, 
however: the scientists have sub­ 
stituted a laboratory test tube fen 
the first stomach or rumen. Rath­ 
er than go 
hrough he 
lengthy 
and expensive process of feeding 
forages to the animals and wait­ 
ing for nature, they put the for­ 
ages in laboratory flasks w i t h 
the rumen bacteria. 
Drs. Ronald R. Johnson and B. 
A. Dehority think they are 
ap­ 
proaching the goal of a laboratory 
test of true forage quality. In ba­ 
sic terms, quality of any forage 
is the product of usable energy, 
called digestible energy, and the 
amount o! forage the a n i m a l 
will eat (voluntary consumption). 
The ideal laboratory test 
would 
predict both of these terms 
or 
their combined effect. 
Dr. Johnson says that 
m a n y 
tests will predict the digestible 
energy of a forage fairly accurat- 
Iy, but will fall short when it 
comes to voluntary consumption. 
He and Dr. Dehority have found 
that the true quality as determ n- 
ed in animal feeding trials is clo­ 
sely related to the rate they are 
Digested by rumen bacteria. This 
rate can be measured in the lab­ 
oratory method simply by allow­ 
ing rumen bacteria to grow and 
digest each forage in laboratory 
flasks. 
Many forages have been test­ 
ed during the past three years to 
determine 
the 
relationship 
be­ 
tween laboratory results and ani­ 
mal performance. Results s h ow 
that the laboratory test will pre­ 
dict digestible energy with 
high 
accuracy, and it will do a better 
job of predicting voluntary con­ 
sumption than earlier methods. 
But the method still isn’t fool­ 
proof, adds Dr. Johnson. For one 
♦lung there seems to be a basic 
difference in the behaviors of al­ 
falfa and grass hays when com­ 
pared this way. The reason f o r 
this difference must be found be­ 
fore the full value of the test is 
realized. Further, the tests must 
be run at least two or three times

Wheat Dry ing Temperatures 


High moisture wheat 
can be 
damaged by high temperatures in 
the driers used to reduce 
t h e 
moisture content, according 
to 
Glenn E. Hall, agricultural engi­ 
neer at the Ohio Agriculutral Ex­ 
periment Station. 
Drying tests on wheat harv est­ 
ed at moisture contents up to 20 
per cent showed that considerab­ 
le damage resulted from heated 
air temperatures abo v e 160 de­ 
grees Fahmheit. 
Higher temperatures 
damage 
the gluten and other propertiesof 
the wheat which give baked goods 
their volume, texture, grain, and 
color. A large portion of the soft 
red winter 
wheat is used 
for 
baking pastries such as cookies, 
biscuits, cakes, cones, crackers, 
pie crusts, and pretzels. T h u s , 
says Hall, it’s important to avoid 
excessive drying temperatures. 
Management of the drying sys­ 
tem is just as important as pro­ 
per harvesting. Occasionally the 
drier operator is tempted to boost 
.‘he air temperature in the drier 
to increase capacity. Hall thinks 
that the operator would resist that 
emptation if he knew the temp­ 
erature limits and the damage 
caused by the excessive heat. 
Wheat in the tests was harvest­ 
ed at 20 and 17 per cent moisture 
and dried to 13 per cent with 
heated an . Temperatures ranged 
fi om 8 5 to 2 2 0 degrees to deter­ 
mine the critical drying temper­ 
ature. After drying, the samples 
were evaluated by various mill - 
i:ig and baking concerns for such 
qualities as germination, 
t e s t 
weight, protein, ash, pearling in­ 
dex, flour yield, and quality of 
baked products 
On the basis of the test results, 
Hall says the air temperature in 
the driers should be kept at 160 
degrees K , or lower when drying 
soft red winter wheat at moisture 
contents up to 20 per cent. Other­ 
wise the quality is lowered to a 
point where the wheat is of little 
value.

Boys State Court 
Rules Legislative 
Prayer Is Lawful 


ATHENS, Ohio (A P)—Citizens 
of Buckeye Boys State displayed 
a wide range of interests Wednes­ 
day in taking stands on matters 
ranging from gambling to reli­ 
gion. 
Bills to legalize gambling mere 
introduced in the mock legist 
ture by Sens. Thomas Fay oi jf- 
ford and Kenneth Goshe of Al- 
vada. They said the aim of their 
legislation is to stabilize the econ­ 
omy by giving the state five per 
cent of all funds wagered. 
The Boys State Supreme Court 
ruled that the opening of legisla­ 
tive sessions with a prayer is con­ 
stitutional. 
The opinion, announced by Chief 
Justice Thomas Hickinbotham of 
Upper Sandusky, said in part: 


“ Puolic prayer in the General 
Assembly is constitutional . . . . 
that a person is not compelled to 
stand up and pray . 
and that 
support of an institution of wor­ 
ship is also in accordance with 
the Constitution of Ohio” 
In other business, the Senate 
completed legislative action on a 
bill requested by Gov. Robert 
Weller of Boardman. The measure 
will set up a Buckeye Boys State 
College, which would specialize in 
speech and debate.

A Socialist party rev olt de­ 
priv ed Moro of the su pport he 
n eeded to get a majority behin d 
a coalition of Christian Demo­ 
crats, Democratic Socialists an d 
Repu blican s.

Cancer Fight May Be Aided 


By Trojan Horse' Medicine 


ATLANTIC CITY, N .J. ( A P )- 
Scientists are exploring the possi­ 
bility of using Atabrine — the 
armed forces’ prime drug weapon 
against malaria early in World 
War II—as a 
kind of 
“ I rojan 
Horse” to fight lung cancer. 


The idea would he to usp Ata­ 


brine, which itself has no effect 
on cancer, as a vehicle for trans­ 
porting radiation—or cancer-fight- 
tng drugs to the site of the ma­ 
lignancy—without 
harming 
nor­ 
mal tissue enroufe. 
It would oe much like the way 
the 
ancient 
Greeks 
used 
their 
wooden 
“ gift” 
horse 
to sneak 
their warriors inside the walls of 
Troy. 


Drs. Alvin Shemesh and Nor 
man B. Ackerman of the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota Medical School 
told about it in a statement pre­ 
oared for the closing session of 
the 
American Medical 
Associa­ 
tion's 12th annual meetig today. 


The Minnesota researchers said 
they had found that A'abrine, and 


other compounds of the “ amino- 
acridine” family, have a tendency 


to concentrate most heavily in the 
lungs and liver when administered 
to experimental animals. 
Declaring 
that 
Atabrine 
and 
some of its chemical cousins can 
be made to fluoresce, or “ glow,” 


when exposed to ultra-violet light, 
they said they used this technique

to trace the distribution of such 
chemicals in the tissues of ani­ 


mals in which experimental tu­ 
mors had been implanted at va­ 
rious sites. 


Some of the compounds, includ-i 


ing Ataonne, were strongly con­ 
centrated by tumors in the lungs. | 


Within minutes after adminis­ 
tration, the tumors and the nor­ 
mal lung tissue would “ light up,” 
but by 24 hours the glowing would 
be limited to the cancer area 
which would remain bright for 
about four days. 


The doctors said lung tumors 
in animals can be identified and 
pinpointed in the lung area by this 
method when the chest is opened 
surgically—and they thereby im­ 
plied that the method might offer 
a way to aiding diagnosis of lung 
cancer in suspicious human cases. 


They also reported they are now 
working on a new slant. 


They have procured radioactive 
forms of Atabrine and are using 
them 
in lung-tumorous 
rats to 
study the effect on the cancer.
